PHEASANTS THRIVING 
NEAR PORTERVILLE. 


{Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

PORTERVILLE, July 13.—-Highly 
successful have been the experiments 
which local sportsmen have been 
conducting for the last few seasons 
with the ring-necked pheasants, and 
it ig stated that from a few dozen 
chicks which were lUberated here 
during the last three seasons, there are 
now scores of the birds scattered over 
an area extending from Strathmore 
on the north to Plano on the south, a 
distance of about fifteen miles. 

The birds are a distinct acquisition, 
as the males are beautiful and are be- 
coming very plentiful. Apparently 
aware of the fact that they are pro- 
tected by law, they have become very 
tame. 

For a short time after the birds 
first attained full size there were some 
complaints from the poultry raisers 
that the cock pheasants would fly in- 
to poultry yards and would sometimes 
kill the roosters. The pheasants are 
evidently used to their new homes 
now, however, and there have been 
few complaints of this sort of late.

VOTE ON GOOD ROADS BONDS. 


County Highway Commission Will 

Soon Submit to the Voters of Santa 

Ana a Concrete Proposition. 

SANTA ANA, July 15.—The time 
when Grange county will have an op- 
portunity to vote on good roads bonds 
is not far distant. The County High- 
way Commission expects soon to be 
able to submit a proposal for $1,269,- 
000 bonds with which to improve the 
highways of the county. 

There has been a long delay on ac- 
count of the fact that the State High- 
way Commission has not designated 
the route to be taken for the State 
highway through Orange county. The 
county commission was in the position 
of being unable to submit plans for 
the county system, because it was not 
known whether or not the. State 
would improve the principal road, 
the one through the county from 
North to south, touching Fullerton, 
Anaheim and Santa Ana.

These revolutions are produced by 
electric power and the count is made 
by an exact mechanical register. 

The gun is placed securely at the 
required distance from the drum and 
is sighted directly at the center of the 
cylinder, which is spinning at so many 
rods—even miles—a minute as cir- 
cumference determines. With tho 
drum's speed adjusted, an electric cur- 
rent discharges the weapon, the bullet 
striking the center of the drum as 
measured from top to bottom.

FULFILLED HER MISSION, 


A New York Girl of Rich Parentage 

Who Made a Personal Stady of 

Conditions of Women Employees. 

In the American Magazine Ida M. 
Tarbell tells the life story of Carola 
Woerishoffer, a girl of rich parentage 
in New York, who absolutely refused 
to live in. luxury on the money which 
was hers by inheritance, and chose 
to go through the real experience of 
life which make for the upbuilding 
of genuine character. This girl, who 
was killed In an accident at the age 
of 26, achieved a great work for wom- 
en's trade unions befote her death, 
but earlier in her experience she 
worked for four months in a laundry 
under precisely the conditions that 
were imposed on the other workers. 
In fact, those who worked with her 
had no knowledge of her Identity. Of 
this experience in the laundry, Miss 
Tarbell writes, in part: 

“As she was determined to shirk 
nothing she was regularly at her tub 
or mangle or feeding machine at 7:30 
'a@.m., and whenever the work  de- 
manded it she stayed on into the 
night. There were no provisions for 
seating in the long work period, fre- 


quently the rooms were practically 
unventilated, always more or less 
stifling from steam and damp. In 


some places she found negleet and 
uncleanliness adding to the disagree- 
able features inevitable to the in- 
dustry. She worked days over un- 
guarded machines, where the girls 
told her cynically: ‘You didn't get 
burned today or yesterday, but you 
sure will some time; everyone does.’ 
That she must have often suffered 
disgust, pain and fatigue is certain, 
but she makes no record of it. It 
is only by accident, indeed, that one 
learns that she was conscious that 
it was a hot summer! She is telling 
in her crupulous, restrained way of 
the ventilating provisions in the dif- 
ferent places she worked: ‘In one 
place where the investigator dipped 
shirts in hot starch at a breakneck 
pace,’ she says, ‘she was first struck 
when she went out to lunch by the 
coolness of the day. That night she 
discovered that the thermometer reg- 
istered 96 degrees in the shade!’ 
“The entire naturalness of her «tti- 
tude toward her fellow-workera, hor 
apparent unconsciousness that there 
was any difference between her and 
them made it possible for her to fall 
at once into friendly relations. She 
was one of them. Dozens of little 
comments like the following show 
this: ‘Upon entering a new place the 
investigator found, as a rule, a spirit 
ef friendly interest and of cordiality, 
expressed occasionally in the accepted 
formula:

WITH PROPERTY OWNER IT 
WINS PECULIAR SCRAP. 


Plaintiff? Holds Option on Lot 
Which Expires and Lot Is Bought 
Direct from Owner—Alley With 
Jog and Exchange to Even Lines 
Figures in Suit. 


The city of Los Angeles and W. H. 
Bryson won the first round in a legal 
skirmish in Judge Bordwell’s court 
yesterday when the demurrer to the 
complaint filed by E. Rabin wes sus- 
tained with leave to amend. 

Rabin sought to have Bryson re- 
strained from proceeding with the 
construction of a $300,000 apartment- 
house, at Wilshire boulevard and 
Rampart street, and the ordinance va- 
cating the alley running between Ben- 
ton boulevard and Rampart st de- 
clared void.

WHIRLIGIGGLE. 


AQUEDUCT PROBE GOES AROUND 
IN VACUUM CIRCLE. 


Chief Engineer Mulholland on 
Stand Again to Answer Accusefrs, 
but Questions, Though Many, Lead 
Nowhere — Board Fishing for 
Opening that Appears Not. 


The investigation of Chief Aqueduct 
Engineer Mulholiand, which is oc- 
cupying the matutinal attention of the 
board of investigators, appears to its 
audiences somewhat reminiscent of 
the king of revered childhood memory 
who marched his army up 4 hill and 
then marched ‘em down again. 

One of the chief objects of concern 
to the investigating board since the 
engineer has been on the stand is the 
exhibit which the aqueduct depart- 
ment has caused to be placed in Cen- 
tral Park for the information of the 
public. The horrible suspicion that 
there is a West Indian in the banana 
grove haunts the minds of the board 
and whenever the querying runs light 
the witness is called upon to explain 
this apparently innocent display of 
concrete and steel. 

The engineer will not make a state- 
ment while he is under examination, 
but expresses himself as more than 
willing to answer any questions which 
may be asked that properly concern 
his part in the big work, providing 
he can follow the intricacies of the 
interrogation and reduce the proposi- 
tion to relevancy. 

During the course of his testimony 
yesterday Mulholland offered it as his 
opinion that the aqueduct is worth 
$100,000,000 at the present time, bas- 
ing the estimate on the future growth 
and prosperity of the city. Electrical 
energy at 5 cents per kilowatt hour, 
and an income for the city of ap- 
proximately $3780 per day for the 
amount of water so far applied for 
were interesting forecasts made dur- 
ing the hearing yesterday. 

The methods employed by the chief 
engineer in arriving at his conclusions 
of ‘the cost of the project were the 
subject of inquiry. He explained that 
theee figures were computed by esti- 
the intake to the head of the San 
Fernando Valley, and securing the 
land atid water rights. The cost 
of power plants, 4nd other incidentals 
to placing the aqueduct on a paying 
basis, Mulholland said is a matter of 
business which peftains to the future, 
and with which he had nothing to do.

Store to Close on Day of Funeral 


and Employees Will Attend. 


After a sickness of several days, due 
to her advanced age, Mrs. Caroline 
Letts. mother of Arthur Letts, died 
yesterday morning at 12:20 o'clock at 
the home of her son at Hollywood. 
Arthur Letts and his wife and son 
are now in mid-ocean on board the 
Kaiserin Augustin Victoria on their 
way to this city from Europe, where 
they have been for a month and 
where they expected to remain until 
‘October. No word was received from 
them yesterday. 

News of his mother's death was 
sent to Letts by his nephew and sec- 
retary, Hi. B. Kilner, by cablegram 
to Plymouth, with instructions to re- 
lay the message. by wireless until 
Letts could be reached. He cannot 
arrive in this citv before the 26th 
inst. The funeral will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 3 o'clock at St. 
Stephen's Episcopal Church, Holly- 
wood, the services to be conducted by 
Rev. Arthur Evans. Afterward, the 
body will be held in a vault at the 
Hollywood Cemetery until the arrival 
of Letts and his family. 

The Broadway Department Store 
will be closed Wednesday all day and 
its employees will be represented at 
the funeral by the executive heads of 
departments. Mrs. Letts was well 
known by the store employees, who 
held her in deep respect for her uni- 
form kindness. She was a woman of 
wide charities, but was so quiet in her 
work that few of those who received 
its benefits knew of the source of 
their assistance. 

Mrs. Letts was 77 vears of age and 
had resided in Los Angeles for twelve 
years. Her son, Arthur Letts. came 
to this city sixteen vears ago from 
Canada and she followed him four 
years later, having resided in Canada 
and the United States for twenty-five 
vears. Her birthplace and early resti- 
dence was at Holmby, Eng.. where 
Arthur Letts was born and for which 
town he named his beautiful Holly- 
wood residence. She was the mother 
of ten children and all of them are 
living. Her husband died in England 
about six years ago. All of her chil- 
dren reside in Canada, Australia or 
England excepting Arthur Letts and 
three daughters, Miss Ada _ Letts, 
Mrs. J. A. Aldritt and Mrs. CC. R. 
Weaver, who reside in Hollywood and 
who were with her when she sank 
into unconsciousness early yesterday 
morning. She was the grandmother 
of Mrs. Harold Janss, formerly Miss 
Gladys Letts, and also of H. B. Kilner 
of this city.

MAYBE MAYOR'LL GET 
A HARBOR MAN TODAY. 


NLESS all signs fal! again Meyor 

Alexander will send to the City 

Council this morning the name of 
Christopher M. Gordon, a real estate 
man at No, 456 South Spring street, 
as Harbor Commissioner to succeed 
Charles E. Richards, resigned. That 
the Council will confirm the Mayor's 
appointment seems certain. 

The Mayor admitted last evening 
that he had selected the third mem- 
ber of the commission, but declined 
to divulge his name. He declared 
that he will send it to the Council 
this morning. 

It was learned from an authentic 
oo that Gordon was offered a 
place on the commission yesterday 
afternoon, and that he accepted aft- 
er a short conference with the Mayor. 
Gordon admitted last evening that he 
had a very pleasant confab with His 
Honor about the vacancy on the com- 
mission, but positively declined to 
state whether or not his name will be 
submitted. 

Several members of the Council de- 
clared that Gordon will succeed Rich- 
ards and that his appointment will be 
unanimously approved by the Coun- 
cil. Gordon is a Good Government 
man. 

If Gordon's appointment. goes 
through as outlined by the Good Gov- 
ernment leaders, the Harbor Commis- 
sion will be complete for the first 
time in several weeks.

comprises Edward Johnson, civil en- 
poe and former head of the Aque- 
duct Investigation Commission; Fred- 
eric T. Woodman, attorney, and Clar- 
ence Matson, secretary. 

'Mavor Alexander announced vyes- 
terday afternoon that he will not ap- 
point Louis H. Messmer, a young en- 
gineer and son of Joseph Mesmer, as 
a harbor commissioner. The Mayor 
and Mesmer were in conference for 
half an hour with the harbor com- 
missioners and the engineers. After 
the conference, the Mayor declared 
that Mesmer was a fine man for the 
job, but he had declined the ap- 
pointment because of business duties 
which would interfere with his work 
as a commissioner. 

A strong rumor Was vurrent about 
the City Hall that powerful political 
pressure was brought to bear upon 
the Mayor against Mesmer. Mesmer'’s 
father has opposed the present ad- 
ministration on a number of occasions 
and played an important part in the 
campaign against the Mayor in the 
primaries last November. 

The Mayor denied that politics had 
anything to do with it, and asserted 
that Mesmer refused the berth be- 
cause he was too busy with his pri- 
vate engineering work. 

“Young Mesmer is a mighty good 
fellow,”’ said he, “and please don't say 
a word against him. He said he was 
too busy and could not afford to de- 


vote enough time to the harbor work, 
That's all there isto it.

Unable so far to get a hearing from 
the City Council as to their charges 
in connection with the abandonment 
of Allessandro street, the property 
owners in Edendale have taken a new 
course. They now ask that the crdi- 
nance adopted by the Council two 
years ago, signed by the Mayor, and 
then withheld from publication, shall 
be repealed.

per; but, though passed on March 8, 
1910, and signed by Mayor Alexander 
the next day, it has never been pub- 
lished and never repealed. It is osten- 
sibly held up simply because a deputy | 
under City Attorney Shenk asked that) 
it be so treated—a subsequent request | 
to that effect came after the ordinance 
had been “lost,” as the city officials 
said, for a year and a half. 

It is only fair to the City Clerk 
to say that the ordinance was not 
“lost” In his office. It has been traced 
to other quarters and the fact that F. 
E. Evans, William H. Engle, H. Ad- 
ler, J. Vilensky, R. Curtis and other 
property owners in Edendale are 
stirring the matter up is embarras- 
sing, they find, to some of the city 
officials.

But it had al-| 
ready been signed by the Mayor on/'| 
March 9, 1910. From that date until! 
September 1, last, all trace of the! 
document was lost. What the prop-, 
erty owners hope in their latest letter | 
to the Council is to have some evi- | 
dence produced showing where this 
ordinance was in the meanwhile and 
what occasioned its withdrawal from |, 
publicity. 

The letter filed with the City Clerk 
vesterday reads as follows: 
We respectfully request your hon-| 
orable body to repeal street ordinance | 
of intention No. 19596, January 24, 
1910, which was to vacate and aban- | 
don Allessandro street to the ratliroad 
company, also its attending final ordl- | 
dance, March 9, 1910. The latter or- 
dinance is the notorious ordinance 
that was lost from the public records '| 
for about a year and a half. It ts 
still pending before your honorable 
Counctl for publication, does not cor- 
respond to the ordinance of intention | 
and therefore is fatally defective and | 
illegal. It is also contrary to public 
policy for the reason that a city can-— 
not vacate and abandon a street le-' 
gaily to anyone.

= THE BRITISH LION ROAR. 

The Times is not the least of a4 jingo 
in temperament. It would follow the 
Psalmist's exhortation always when pos 
sible, to “seek peace and ensue it.” 

But when Great Britain rises up in all 
the plenitude of its power and undertakes 
to question America’s right to subsidize 
ships as to passage through the Panama 
Canal or otherwise, we do not hesitate 
once more to read the Declaration of Inde 
pendence in the ears of George V as our 
fathers did in those of George UI and 
appeal to the verdict of the world as con- 
fidently as they did. 

The Hay-Pauncefote treaty stipulates 
that the tolls levied upon ships passing 
through the canal shall be the same with- 
out any discrimination as to the national 
flag flying at the masthead. We entered 
freely into that compact, and undoubtedly 
the American government will stick to it 
to the letter and in the spirit. 

Were it not for this treaty it would be 
entirely competent for the American gov- 
ernment to decree that American ships 
engaged in oversea trade between any 
ports in the world should pass through the 
canal free, while all other ships should pay 
the freight, and all the traffic would bear 
at that. 

In recognition of the terms of the 
treaty, as We understand it, a proposition 
before Congress is to levy the same rates 
upon American ships as upon those upder 
the other national flags. When that is 
done the terms of the treaty will be kept 
to the last letter, and in the full vigor of its 
spirit. Subsidy is another matter—a sea- 
horse of another shade of green. ~ 

The German Kalser the other day stated 
that under this arrangement just as it 
stands today, we of the United States are 
building that canal for the ships of other 
nations and that our own will be excluded 
from its use. The Britigh government has 
never been either just or generous in its 
commercial dealings with other nations of 
the world, and undoubtedly it is that spirit 
of grabbing every possible advantage for 
British commerce that underlies the ob- 
jections touching toll on ships passing 
through the canal. 

The British government heavily subsi- 
dizes lines of steamers engaged in com- 
merce with all parts of the world. The 
German government does the same, and 
Japan, a new Richmond in the field, carries 
on its battle for commercial advantage in 
the selfsame way. In our opinion these 
nations fully understand their business and 
are wide awake to their own interests. 
The temper of our people is against sub- 
sidizing steamship lines, and while that 
temper remains we must be content to see 
our flag driven from the seas of the globe 
by the competition of subsidizing nations. 

It would be perfectly proper if our peo 
ple thought well of it and Congress would 
hear the voice of the people to subsidize 
steamship lines engaged in commerce be- 
tween our ports and those of foreign coun- 
tries as well as those plying between home 
ports. It is not proposed at the present 
time to enter into such vigorous compe- 
tition in the carrying trade of the world 
with British bottoms or those of other na- 
tions. The little measure of relief to ships 
engaged in carrying our trade under our 
flag in view of this time goes no further 
than to subsidize American ships plying 
hetween ports in our own country. That 
the proposed subsidy is to be about the 
measure of tolls these ships pay in pass- 
ing through the canal is our business, and 
in no way concerns*the British or any 
known or  up- 
known. 

Another answer entirely sufficient to 
meet al] objections on the part of foreign 
nations is that their ships are already 
barred absolutely from taking any part 
whatsoever in the carrying trade between 
any two ports in the United States. That 
we have a right to grant a little easement 
to ships engaged in this carrying trade, 
in order, for example, to enable them to 
compete with American railroads, who has 
the right to question? Who shal] be al- 
lowed to question? 

Not Great Britain, nor any other nation, 
great or small, nor all of them put to 
gether. So we repeat, let the lion roar, 
and let the American eagle shriek defiance. 


HO 18 TO BLAME? 

It sometimes looks as if the railroad 
men’s theory that one accident is always 
the forerunner of a series of them is based 
on facts. The traveling public enjoyed 
exemption from serious accidents for 
many months, until that horrible catastro- 
phe on the Lackawanna road on July 4, 
and since then others have followed, one 
or two a Week. 

It is a terrible toll of life the railroad 
exacts every year throughout the world, 
and America stands sadly at the head of 
the nations in this respect. It would be 
improper to lay all the blame at the door 
of any of the several parties concerned. 
Those owning and operating railroads dv 
not take great risks excepting in response 
to a demand for rapid transit on the part 
of the public, nor do they negligently em- 
ploy or suffer to remain in their employ- 
ment incompetent employees or careless 
ones. 

The public is greatly to blame because 
of its mad demand for speed and unrea- 
sonable impatience at delay. The railroad 
men are to blame for too easy yielding 
to this speed mania, and to over-keen com- 
petition to gain patronage by making time 
at the risk of safety. The employees are 
Often grievously to blame for foolhardy 
methods of operating their trains. It is 
‘broadly stated that the first ca of 
the month, om Independence Day, hap- 
pened because one of the trainmen was 
intoxicated. 

The practical inquiry is how to remedy 
this awful evil and make railroad travel 
safer. It is closely connected with steam- 
ship travel and the disaster of the ages~— 
the loss of the Titanic. It is difficult to 
conceive of any way of looking at that 
eatastrophe which will fully exculpate all 
concerned from negligence. And yet per- 
haps our laws are inadequate to meet the 
case. 

So it probably is with these railroad ac- 
cidents. But if so, surely @& most prac- 
tical reform for legislative bodies to un- 
dertake is the enactment of some law 
which will meet such ceases. Obstacles 
ought to be put in the way of the public 
in running to death in response to s 
mania ‘to get there.” Perhaps this is 
heresy in these days of the loud clamor 
that “the people should rule,” and that no 
effort to check the headlong public in its 
way is to be endured.

Who Says I's Hot? 
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8S THE PROTECTIVE TARIFF VITAL? 
The leaders of the Democratic party at 
Baltimore threw down the gauntlet and 
challenged the Republicans to go before the 
people on the tariff as the main Issue. 
There seems some reason for consider- 
ing this movement of theirs a wise one. 
There seems to be an impression in many 
quarters that protection is not as vital to 
our prosperity as it used to be considered. 
The Democrats are looking to this wave of 


election. | 

Two years ago, when the Congressional 
election was on, Cohgressman McKinley of 
Iilinois returned from a tour in the West 


‘apd reported at Washington that he had 


noted some change of sentiment as to the 
desirability of a protective tariff. This 
statesman reported that he had found some 
Republicans wavering on the subject, and 
some Republican newspapers questioning 
the necessity of protection. These re- 
marks would not apply to Republicans gen- 
erally nor to all Republican journals. 

There were great importing houses, de 
partment stores and manufacturing con- 
cerns throughout the West which had 
ceased to be interested in protection. Why 
so? Because they had established connec- 
tions in Europe, some of them being inter- 
ested in manufacturing concerns beyond 
the Atlantic, and these desired low tariffs 
so as to get in their imported goods at » 
lower figure than under the protective 
tariff. This was a new way for Republic- 
ans to look at the subject. These men 
knew very well that the foreign manufac- 
turers paid the duty, not the American im- 
porters nor the American consumers; but 
having become practically the foreign man- 
ufacturers these importers would cover the 
duty into their own pockets. 

The newspapers sneering at the protective 
policy found their change of mind in the 
influence exercised by the importers and 
the department stores from whom they re- 
ceive advertising. 

There is a great deal of noise made 
about “the interests” exercising too much 
influence in politics and being in favor of 
the protective tariff. The enemies of the 
protection policy assert that “the Inter- 
ests” get all the benefit. and that the 
American consumer “pays the freight" be- 
cause the protective duties increase the 
cost of living. ) 

Up to the present time the masses of the 
American people whose living is gotten, 
from American industries of various kinds 
have been able to comprehend that the 
protective duty was the only mgans of 
protecting them from competition in wages 
with the operatives in European indystries 
competing with ours. | 

The interest of the wage-earner in be- 
ing thus protected is just as strong today 
as ever it was. “The interests” are pow- 
erful in politics, and always will be, and 
just now they are trying to betray the 
plain people. They know very well that 
the high cost of living is not due to the 
protective tariff duties, not even in a little 
way. If the people are fooled it will be 
the first time this has ever happened as to 
protective tariff principles. 

Wages are scarcely any higher in Europe 
than they were ten years ago, and they are 
much higher in America. If “big - bust- 
ness” is against the proteciive principle it 
is because it wishes to manufacture goods 
where wages are cheap, and then get them 
into America duty free so as to begt down 
the wage scale here. What cifference does 
it make to the American factory operative 
or the man who earns his living in the Cali- 
fornia fruit orchards whether the foreign 
industry is capitalized by the Rothachilds 
of Europe or the Morgans of New York. If 
the American importer and wholesaler cag 
establish a factory in Belgium or France 
and get his goods made there for half the 
wages ruling in America, he can establish 
a factory in Japan or China and get his 
goods made at wages one-tenth those rul- 
ing in America; and if the tariff is re 
moved from the goods he will establish 
these factories there and our opéretives 
will have to compete, not only with the 
Belgian and Frenchman, but with the Japa- 
nese and Chinaman. 

There are fifteen or sixteev weeks before 
the polis are opened for the American peo- 
ple to decide this question. While there 
gre othér questions of much importance. 
this is surely the weightiest ope for 
consideration of every map and women 
America whose livelibood depends upon 
the weekly pay roll earned in the factory

HE MESQUITE BEAN. 

In the face of the already diversifiet 
productions of the State of California, |: 
seems superfluous to point out another pop 
sible source of revenue. Almost every- 
thing that lives and grows, from the high- 
est temperate latitude to the tropical zone. : 
flourishes in the favored Land of Sunshine. 
Every mineral known to geology may be 
found on the western slope of our contl- 
nent—the more valuable, the greater the 
extent. California already has all the prod- 


But our population is rapidly increasing 
and the new blood may seek new avenues 


of enterprise. 


There are thousands of acres of waste | 


lands in our great Western States that are 
adding no quota to these universal riches. 
A report from Hawaii demonstrates a prof- 
itable use to which these lands may be 
put at a small initial expense. The mes- 
quite, a native desert tree. has received 
very little attention from our own people. 
Desert prospectors, indeed, know the value 
of the “screw bean” end the avidity with 
which it is sought and devoured by the pa- 
tient burro. 

In Hawaii this very same bean, under 
the name of “kiawe,” bas become one of 
their most valuable assets. The bean has 
been analyzed and is proven to be more 
nutritious than barley or cets. At first 
great difficulty was experienced in devis- 
ing a mill for grinding the bean on account 
of its gummy nature. But lately a young 
Honolulan has perfected a machine for 
overcoming this difficulty and now bun- 
dreds of tons of the; meal are being turned 
out for use in the dairies surrounding Hon- 
olulu. 

The Piute Indians in Nevada have long 
known the value of the mesquite or screw 
bean for human food and in the old days it 
formed the first desert harvest. In many 
sections in California and Nevada the mes 
quite trees grow abundantly; in the Coa- 
chella Valley some have attained a height of 
twenty and a spread of fifty feet in their 
wild state. What a little care and cultt- 
vation might do for them no doubt some 
enterprising horticulturist in the future 
is going to demonstrate. Another unique 
feature about this tree is that it will grow 
in land too dry or too alkaline to support 
any other kind of plant growth.

CLUTCH OF LAW. 


MINISTER CHARGED WITH AT- 
TEMPT TO DEFRAUD, 


EB. C. Redman, president of the Na- 

tional Homestead Association, with 
offices in the Chamber of Commerce 
building, and Milton 8. Babcock, an 
aged minister of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist faith, residing at No. 60 Wor- 
cester avenue, Pasadena, were ar- 
rested yesterday by Ervin Dingle, dep- 
uty United States marshal, on two in- 
dictments returned by the Federal! 
grand jury. 
One indictment charges Redman 
and Babcock jointly with conspiracy 
in regard to relinquishments in Ante- 
lope Valley lands; the other is against 
Redman individually, who it is alleged 
committed perjury in testimony given 
in a contest inaugurated by the gov- 
ernment against Pearl H. Jarrett, in- 
volving 100 acres of government land 
in the valley. 

The bond in the two cases against 
Redman was originally fixed at $5000 
on each indictment, but Judge Well- 
born reduced this to $2500 each. and 
Redman furnished security.
